SUBJECT: EXPIRATION OF US-ISRAEL AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION 
COVERING RESEARCH REACTORS 
REF: IAEA VIENNA 1963 (NOTAL) 

1 . AS THE EMBASSY AND MISSION ARE AWARE, OUR BILATERAL 
AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION COVERING RESEARCH REACTORS 
EXPIRES ON APRIL 11. PENDING DECISIONS FLOWING FROM OUR 
CURRENT NON-PROLIFERATION POLICY REVIEW AND ON THE POWER 
AGREEMENTS, IT IS NOT POSSIBLE TO ENTER INTO NEGOTIATIONS 
FOR A NEW OR AMENDED BILATERAL AGREEMENT. OUR TRILATERAL 
SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENT WITH THE IAEA RUNS CONCURRENTLY WITH 
THE BILATERAL. 
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2. THE USG ATTACHES GREAT IMPORTANCE, HOWEVER, TO ENSURING 
THE CONTINUANCE OF THE SAFEGUARDS AND GUARANTEE PROVISIONS 
IN BOTH AGREEMENTS. AT OUR REQUEST, ISRAELI SCIENCE 
COUNSELOR EFRATI CAME INTO THE DEPARTMENT MARCH 10 TO DIS- 
CUSS THIS MATTER. WE PROVIDED HIM WITH DRAFTS OF PRO- 
POSED NOTES AND A DRAFT PROTOCOL FOR THE IAEA AGREEMENT 
WHICH WOULD MEET OUR NEEDS WITH RESPECT TO CONTINUANCE IN 
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EFFECT OF THE SAFEGUARDS AND GUARANTEES. TEXTS CONTAINED 
IN PARAS 6, 7, AND 8. 

3. EFRATI AGREED TO TRANSMIT TEXTS TO TEL AVIV AND GET 
IN TOUCH WITH US AS SOON AS HE RECEIVES A RESPONSE. WE 
WOULD EXPECT TO CONCLUDE THE EXCHANGE OF NOTES IN WASH- 
INGTON. WE ALSO AGREED THAT THE DEPARTMENT WOULD PROVIDE 
OUR MISSION IN VIENNA WITH A COPY OF THE DRAFT PROTOCOL 

SO THAT WE MAY MOVE AHEAD WITH SIGNATURE IN VIENNA WHEN 
AND IF EFRATI OBTAINS APPROVAL FROM HIS GOVERNMENT. WE 
WILL PROVIDE SIGNING AUTHORITY TO THE PERM REP AT THAT 
TIME. IN THE MEANTIME THE MISSION MAY WISH, ON AN IN- 
FORMAL BASIS, TO PROVIDE A COPY TO THE AGENCY FOR REVIEW. 

4. EFRATI INQUIRED ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY OF CONTINUING 
NUCLEAR EXPORTS, INCLUDING SMALL QUANTITIES OF SENSITIVE 
MATERIALS FOR MEDICAL RESEARCH, IN THE ABSENCE OF A BI 
LATERAL AGREEMENT. HE WAS INFORMED THAT NRC-LICENSED 
EXPORTS WOULD NOT BE POSSIBLE WITHOUT A BILATERAL IN 
EFFECT, AND THE DEPARTMENT IS CHECKING INTO THE QUESTION 
OF SMALL ITEMS FOR MEDICAL RESEARCH, ETC., AND WILL INFORM 
THE EMBASSY AS WELL AS EFRATI. 

5. SINCE THE MEETING WITH EFRATI, IAEA VIENNA HAS 
REPORTED IN REFTEL (NOTAL) THAT THE IAEA HAS PROPOSED A 
REVISED DRAFT OF A SIMILAR PROTOCOL TO BE SIGNED BY 

THE US, COLOMBIA AND IAEA. WE PRESUME THAT THE IAEA WILL 
WANT TO REVISE OUR DRAFT PROTOCOL FOR ISRAEL ALONG 
SIMILAR LINES. UPON RECEIPT OF THE REVISION, WE WILL 
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PASS IT TO THE ISRAELI EMBASSY HERE. 

6. PROPOSED NOTE FROM THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
TO THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL: BEGIN TEXT. THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE PRESENTS HIS COMPLIMENTS TO THE 
AMBASSADOR OF ISRAEL AND HAS THE HONOR TO REFER TO THE 
AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL 
CONCERNING CIVIL USES OF ATOMIC ENERGY WHICH WAS SIGNED 
AT WASHINGTON ON JULY 12, 1955, AS AMENDED BY THE 
AGREEMENTS SIGNED ON AUGUST 20, 1959, JUNE 11, 1960, 

JUNE 22, 1962, AUGUST 19, 1964, APRIL 2, 1965, AUGUST 
23, 1966, AND JANUARY 13, 1975, INCLUDING THE UNDER- 
STANDING CONTAINED IN THE EXCHANGE OF NOTES OF JANUARY 
13, 1975. 

THE AGREEMENT FOR COOPERATION, AS AMENDED, WILL, BY ITS 
TERMS, EXPIRE ON APRIL 11, 1977. 
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THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES NOTES WITH APPRECIA- 
TION THE AGREEMENT OF THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL WITH THE 
UNDERSTANDINGS EXPRESSED IN THIS NOTE. SPECIFICIALLY, 

BOTH GOVERNMENTS RECOGNIZE THE CONTINUING EFFECT OF THE 

SAFEGUARDS AND GUARANTEE PROVISIONS OF THE AGREEMENT 
FOR COOPERATION, AS AMENDED, INCLUDING ASSOCIATED 
UNDERSTANDINGS; AND THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL WILL 
HOLD MATERIAL, EQUIPMENT AND DEVICES, INCLUDING SPECIAL 
NUCLEAR MATERIAL PRODUCED BY THE USE OF EQUIPMENT AND 
DEVICES WHICH HAVE BEEN RECEIVED UNDER THE AGREEMENT 
FOR COOPERATION BY THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL OR AUTHORIZED 
PERSONS UNDER ITS JURISDICTION, SUBJECT TO THE TERMS 
AND CONDITIONS OF THAT AGREEMENT AND TO THE AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN THE INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, THE 
GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA FOR THE APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARDS 
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WHICH WAS SIGNED AT VIENNA ON APRIL 4, 1975. IT IS 
AGREED THAT THESE UNDERSTANDINGS SHALL CONTINUE IN 
FORCE UNTIL OTHERWISE MUTUALLY AGREED BETWEEN OUR TWO 
GOVERNMENTS. END TEXT. 

7. BILATERAL NOTE FROM ISRAEL TO US: BEGIN TEXT. THE 
AMBASSADOR OF ISRAEL PRESENTS HIS COMPLIMENTS TO THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE AND HAS THE HONOR TO REPLY TO THE 
SECRETARY'S NOTE OF (DATE) CONCERNING THE AGREEMENT FOR 
COOPERATION BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA CONCERNING 
CIVIL USES OF ATOMIC ENERGY, AS AMENDED. 

THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL CONFIRMS ITS AGREEMENT WITH 
THE UNDERSTANDINGS SET FORTH IN THE SECRETARY'S NOTE. 

THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL AGREES THAT THESE UNDERSTANDINGS 
SHALL CONTINUE IN FORCE UNTIL OTHERWISE MUTUALLY AGREED 
BETWEEN OUR TWO GOVERNMENTS. END TEXT. 

8. PROTOCOL PROLONGING THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE INTER 
NATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL 
AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA FOR 
THE APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARDS: BEGIN TEXT. THE 
INTERNATIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, THE GOVERNMENT OF 
ISRAEL AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA, 

IN LIGHT OF THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE INTERNATIONAL 
ATOMIC ENERGY AGENCY, THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA FOR THE 
APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARDS WHICH WAS SIGNED AT VIENNA ON 
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APRIL 4. 1975, 

RECOGNIZING THAT THE ABOVE-NOTED SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENT 
WILL REMAIN IN FORCE DURING THE TERM OF THE AGREEMENT 
FOR COOPERATION BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF ISRAEL AND 
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THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA CONCERNING 

CIVIL USES OF ATOMIC ENERGY SIGNED AT WASHINGTON ON 
JULY 12, 1955, AS AMENDED BY THE AGREEMENTS SIGNED ON 
AUGUST 20, 1959, JUNE 11, 1960, JUNE 22, 1962, AUGUST 19, 

1964, APRIL 2, 1965, AUGUST 23, 1966, AND JANUARY 13, 1975, 

WHICH AGREEMENT WILL, BY ITS TERMS, EXPIRE AS SCHEDULED 
ON APRIL 11, 1977. 

RECOGNIZING THAT ARTICLE 33 OF THE SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENT 
PROVIDES THAT THE AGREEMENT MAY BE PROLONGED FOR FURTHER 
PERIODS AS AGREED BY THE PARTIES, 

AGREE THAT THE SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENT SHALL CONTINUE IN 
FORCE DURING SUCH PERIOD OR PERIODS AS NUCLEAR MATERIALS, 
EQUIPMENT OR FACILITIES ARE LISTED IN AN INVENTORY 
ESTABLISHED BY SECTIONS 9 OR 10 OF THE SAFEGUARDS 
AGREEMENT.
